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FOREWORD 

In  this  directory  you  will  find  a  list  of 
the  AAIB  Members  who  have  achieved  certi- 
fication under  the  new  AAIB  requirements. 
Included  also  are  the  present  requirements 
for  teacher  and  houseparent  certificates 
together  with  a  statistical  summary  of 
all  certificates  issued  during  the  last 
two  bienniums. 

Despite  the  more  rigid  requirements,  there 
have  been  more  certificates  issued  in  the 
biennium  just  closing  than  in  any  other 
two-year  period  since  the  organization 
began  to  issue  them  twenty-four  years  ago. 
Partly  responsible  for  this  increase  is 
the  fact  that  several  schools  for  the 
blind  are  now  rewarding  with  extra  salary 
those  employees  who  earn  AAIB  certifi- 
cates. Schools  that  reflect  certification 
requirements  in  teacher  salaries,  house- 
parent  salaries,  or  both,  are  the  Alabama 
Institute  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind,  the 
Arizona  State  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the 
Blind,  the  Idaho  State  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind,  the  Illinois  Braille  and

Sight  Saving  School,  the  Iowa  Braille  and 
Sight  Saving  School,  the  Maryland  School 
for  the  Blind,  the  Missouri  School  for 
the  Blind,  the  Nebraska  School  for  the 
Visually  Handicapped,  the  Utah  Schools 
for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  the  Washing- 
ton State  School  for  the  Blind,  and  the 
Wisconsin  School  for  the  Visually  Handi- 
capped, and  other  state  schools  are  chang- 
ing their  salary  schedules  accordingly, 
sometimes  in  the  face  of  obstacles  such 
as  state  salary  schedules,  civil  service, 
merit  systems,  etc.  Partly  responsible 
also  for  the  increased  number  of  certifi- 
cates is  the  fact  that  there  seems  to  be 
a  growing  sense  of  professionalization  on 
the  part  of  both  teachers  and  houseparents.

hours  of  participation  in  the  above  and  submis- 
sion of  an  original  article  suitable  for  publica- 
tion in  a  workshop  newsletter.
